•mis was in conflict with what 
the administration has been saying. 
Only yesterday Secretary of the 
Treasury Snyder had reiterated that 
the deficit for the fiscal year ending 
June 30 would be the $600,000,000 
that Mr. Truman forecast in his 
January budget message. 


Less than three hours after the 
news conference, a statement was 
made public by the White House 
"clarifying the^effect" of the supple- 
mental veterans cost. 


nils statement said that veterans 
costs not foreseen in the January 
budget were involved. 
But other 
expenses were running lower, it 
added, and the net effect was to 
leave the dèficit right where Mr. 
Truman had put it originally. 
Expenditures Lower 


Expenditures for European recov 
ery and for stockpiling strategic 
war materials in this country "are 
at a somewhat lower rate than pre- 
viously estimated," - the statement 
said. 


"But on the other hand expendi- 
tures for veterans' programs and 
(farm crop) price support are run- 
ning at a higher rate. 
"These dif- 
ferences, however, almost offset 
each other." 


The White House statement point- 
ed out that the $595,890,000 extra for 
veterans included $323,193,891 al- 
ready figured in the January budget 
estimates. 


The "difference of $272,696,109 will 
be offset by the decreases showing 
up In other programs, the statement 
observed.

New York, April 14—(IP)—Britain's 
Hector McNeil dared Russia's Andrei 
A. Gromyko today to file charges 
in the United Nations against the 
North Atlantic treaty. 


McNeil, minister of state, said 
he did not expect Gromyko to take 
such a "straight-forward" course. 


Some U.N. observers said they 
believe the Russians have hesitated 
to do so because defeat of» a censure 
motion would mean U.N. endorse- 
ment of the treaty. 


Gromyko, first deputy foreign 
minister of the Soviet Union, took 
notes during McNeil's reply to the 
Russian's attack yesterday on the 
Atlantic alliance and the 12 nations 
that signed 10 days ago. 


McNeil was the first of the dele- 
gates from the three big western 
powers to reply. 


Applause rang through the as- 
sembly hall when McNeil finished. 
The Russian bloc sat silent. 


Warren R. Austin, chief United 
States delegate, closed the western 
counter-attack on Gromyko with a 
3,000-word speech tonight explain- 
ing the North Atlantic pact in 
detail. He said the treaty is not an 
aggressive instrument; it fits squar 
ly into the charter, and the United 
States will file it for the record 
with the United Nations as soon as 
it has been ratified.

Nuernberg, Germany. April 14—(JP) 
A United States tribunal sentenced 
Baron Ernst Von Weizsaecker and 
18 other veteran German diplomats 
and ministerial officials today to 
prison terms ranging from four to 
25 years. 


All were convicted of participating 
in war crimes perpetrated by Adolf 
Hitler's regime. The sentences were 
among the most severe imposed on 
Nazi middlmen—those who stood be- 
tween the top planners j.n Berlin and 
the triggermen in the concentration 
camps. 


The trial was the last in a long 
series of such proceedings before 
American courts in Germany. It

Congress Approves 
$5,580,080,000 Aid 
To Europe Program 


Washington, April 14—(^—Con- 
gress swiftly passed and sent to 
President Truman today a $5,580,- 
000,000 authorization to keep Ameri 
can aid flowing to Europe the next 
15 months. 


The Senate and House approved 
the bill in its final form by voice 
votes. It becomes law as soon as 
Mr. Truman signs it. 


Not a single audible objection was 
registered in either Chamber as the 
huge foreign-aid measure sailed 
through. 


The bill provides just about every- 
thing the administration sought. 
Not a cent was trimmed off the total 
requested by President Truman, and 
only minor changes were written 
into the legislation. A conference 
of senators and House members ad- 
justed final differences yesterday. 


The House and Senate previously 
had passed separate versions by 
votes of 354-48 and 70-7 respectively. 
The Senate debated 13 days, the 
House 17 hours. 
Then the bills 
went to the conference committee 
to work out the points of conflict.

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MUTUAL AID CLAUSE IS KEY TO 
RATIFICATION OF ATLANTIC PACT 


The North Atlantic Treaty is signed and sealed but not 
• delivered. The pact now goes to the legislative bodies o 
the 12 signatory governments for approval. It is certain 
that the United States Senate, at least, will give the docu 
'ment an earnest and searching examination. 


This is quite proper. The alliance is a historic step by 
which the United States formally cuts the last bond of its 
traditional isolation from Europe. The fact that we are 
simply accepting in principle what we have been forcec 
to accept in fact by two European wars does not make this 
step any less momentous. 


It is also proper that all opposition and objections 
should be heard. The pact however necessary, should no 
be entered into lightly. If the Senate does approve it, i 
'.should only be after all the members' honest misgivings 
are expressed and, if possible resolved. 


So far the principal objections seem to be based on 
the contention that the pact takes from Congress its con- 
stitutional authority to declare war and assigns it to the 
'.President or Secretary of State. The language of the agree 
ment does not bear out that charge. 


Article 5 states that if any party to the treaty is at- 
tacked, the other parties will assist it, individually anc 
collectively, by taking such action as they consider neces- 
sary including the use of armed force. It does not auto- 
matically commit all members to declare war, as has been 
charged. Neither does it abridge the right of any member 
;to take action through its normal and legal channels of 
government. 


A grave situation can well be imagined where a large 
scale attack would almost force a speedy declaration of 
war by this country. That is a practical matter that the 
Senate and the country must face. But it can be forced 
with the assurance that the urgency of the situation would 
be as apparent to the Congress as ta the President or Sec- 
retary of State. 


There is another practical matter which the Senate 
must consider. That is the matter of military aid to Euro 
pean members of the alliance. It is reported that some in- 
fluential senators hope to confine the forthcoming hear- 
ings and debate to the language and meaning of the pact 
.itself, and to postpone discussion of military aid till later. 


That may be hard to do if the discussion departs from 
a theoretical plane. In Article 3 of the treaty the parties 
pledge themselves to "maintain and develop their in- 
dividual and collective capacity to resist armed attack 
through "continuous and effective self-help and mutual 
aid." 


It is obvious that "mutual aid" in building up de- 
fenses would be a rather one-sided proposition. If the 
treaty is to be approved in its present form, including the 
language of Article 3, the Senate would almost have to 
•discuss a specific arms program. It would not only have 
to decide whether this country would provide armaments, 
tt would also need some authoritative information on re- 
quirements and purposes. 
^ 


Otherwise the language of the treaty would mean 
little in itself. The members of a mutual defense alliance 
must have mutual means of defense. Without the assur- 
ance that some means would be provided, Senate approval 
;Gf the alliance itself could offer only a doubtful promise 
of security.

Boyle's Column 
How A Boss Can Butter 
UP The Hired Help

New York—(/Pj—How can a boss 
butter up the hired hands? 


This is one problem that never oc- 
curred to my simple barefoot mind 
But the other day I let go with a 
powerful piece about how the or- 
dinary man, given a lifetime or 
two, could successfully butter up his 
boss and get a raise. Any boss. 


And a fellow came right back at 
me—one of those strange people who 
hire other people for a living. 


"Listen, Boyle," he said "You're 
living in a dead age. The problem in 
the industrial world today isn't how 
to butter up the boss to get ahead. 
What the boss has to worry about is 
how he can get ahead by buttering 
up his employes." 


And thii odd gentleman suggested 
that if I were an honest reporter I 
would immediately investigate. He 
said I should advise the bosses what 
they could do to win the warm ap- 
proval of the men under them who 
make them look good to the men 
over them. 


Brand New Idea 
Well, for me this was a brand new 
idea. As a lifelong employe determ- 
ined to remain one, I had nsver 
thought of a boss as a person inter' 
esied in pleasing me. 


I first went to work at a time 
when people stood in lines for jobs, 
And I guess that ever since then I 
have thought of a boss only as some- 
thing you tried in a vague way to 
placate . . . by an effort here . . . 


performance there . . . 
as you 
would a cross child. You know— 
anything to keep him from being 
loud. 


But some employes aren't the kind 
of workaday snob I am. I asked a 
few what they thought a boss could 
do to butter them up. 


And here are some of their ans- 
wers: 


Borrow cigarettes from them 
once in a while, so as to make them 
wonder whether he can afford them 
raise." • 
"When the employes greet him 
Hiya, Big Boy,' the boss should come 
back with a heavily emphasized 
Okay, Chum.' This will leave them 
wondering whether he said chum or 
chump.." 


They'll Think He's Henpecked 
"Have his wife stop into the office 
and bawl him out in public for for- 
getting to do something he promised. 
The employes will feel better for 
thinking he is as henpecked as they 
are." 


"He could have his sons or daugh- 
ters drop in for pin money—and give 
it to them out of the petty cash box. 
Every employe would like to dip in 
to the cash box, too. And he does if 
be can." 


"Call all employes together once 
a year for a sandwich luncheon to 
hear their suggestions. Then they 


will forget their gripes for another 
year . . . and he can forget the 
suggestions." 


Looking back over the list, I think 
there must be a better solution: 


Perhaps the boss and the employes 
he wants to butter up should go to 
gether to a psychiatrist, hand in 
hand, and lie down together on 
wide couch. There they could talk 
over the long question of how the 
Garden of Eden became a plants 
tion. 


But I don't think they will find a 
reason to change the basic arrange 
ment. 


T H E DOCTOR SAYS 
Iodine Necessary 
For Proper Body 
Functioning

ELECTRIC APPLIANCE BUSINESS IS GOOD IN JACKSONVILLE 


Iodized salt for the prevention of 
goiter was recommended in 1924 by 
the Michigan State Medical Society 
in co-operation with the State Board 
of Health. This method has stood 
the test of time, although more has 
been learned about the amount of 
iodine which should be included 
and the importance of a "stabilizer" 
to prevent the iodine from being lost. 


Recently two prominent physi- 
cians writing for the Council on 
Foods and Nutrition of the Ameri- 
can Medical Association again em< 
phasized the value of iodized salt. 


Iodine is needed for proper func- 
tioning of the human body. The 
physicians mentioned point out that 
iocine is as necessary to the normal 
functioning of the thyroid gland 
(the enlargement of which produces 
goiter) as water is to the growth of 
plant life. 
Affects Growth 


In children who live in areas in 
which the food or water does not 
contain enough iodine and who are 
stunted in growth for that reason, 
iodine and thyroid extract is of 
great help in restoring normal speed 
of growth. 
• Iodine also is important in other 
respects. 
It plays some part in 
animal and human fertility. 
As 
early as 1907 salts containing iodine 
were fed to Michigan sheep in order 
to prevent the high death rate 
which was occurring among the 
newborn lambs. 


Some people have objected to the 
addition of iodine—in the form of 
sodium iodide—to salt for fear it 
might be dangerous. Careful studies, 
however, have shown that harmful 
effects do not occur. 


In one survey involving more than 
50,000 children, not a single child 
was found to have developed any 
bad effects whatever. " 
-

Galesburgfounded In 1836; 
Home Of Carl Sandburg 


Galesburg, HI., April 14— 
Galesburg lies on the Rainshed of 
the Illinois corn belt, with the run 
off water going east to the Illinois 
river and west to the father of 
waters. 


Water—or rather lack of it—is a 
major problem. It is now secured 
from deep wells. It requires, scient 
ists say, 1,000 years to flow here 
through pottsdam sandstone, many 
hundreds of feet below the surface, 
from the Lake Superior region. 


The water head of these wells has 
dropped to almost as well a level as 
can be pumped. Flans have been 
drawn for a huge artificial lake 
northwest of the city. 


It was 113 years ago that George 
Washington Gale led a band of 
colonists here from Whitesboro, N. 
Y., to lay out a city, found a church 
and start a college. 


Named After George Gale 
The city was named Galesburg for 
Gale. The church, first of Congre- 
gational origin, a few years later 
divided along Congregational and 
Presbyterian doctrines. Other de- 
nominations began coming in until 
now there is a meeting house for 
very 900 persons'. 
The school first was called Knox 
Manual Labor. It later turned to 
liberal arts and shortened its name 
to 
Knox 
College—historic 
"Old 
Main" 
which 
is 
widely 
known 
throughout the country. Many of its 
12,000 alumni and. former students 
are famous.

HIGHER 


The city has yet another claim 
to fame—it is the birthplace of Carl 
Sandburg, pcet and author. His old 
home here has become a shrine. 


Galesburg, first an agricultural 
community, really began to grow 
when the Burlington, railroad came 
here almost a century ago. Now 
Galesburg in on the main line and 
also is the hub of the road's system. 
Late in the 1880's, the Santa Fe rail- 
road also came through town. 


No Large Factories 
The first corn planters were made 
here by George W. Brown. Other 
industries came later, including a 
brickyard which at one time was 
reported to make the largest paving 
bricks in the world. Streets here are 
paved with brick, as are several 
roads leading from town. 


Otner factories also came, but 
none is large. One reason is the lack 
of soft water. 


Rich in black soil and producing 
farms, with a large population of 
ailroad 
workers, 
Galesburg 
liar 
never enjoyed industrial booms and 
also has not suffered too heavily ir 
times of depression. It has manager' 
to live more than a century on a 
more or less even keel. 


In 1921, the late Edward Bok 
published in "The American Legion 
Weekly" that he had picked Gales- 
burg as "the Ideal American city 
most desirable in which to live in 
this great nation: ideal in its on- 
portunities for real living for men, 
women and children."

may take us downhill to a depres- 
sion. NPA is a private non-profit 
research group. 


They include such top men as 
Beardsley Ruml, of R. H. Macy in 
New York; James B. Carey of CIO; 
Luther Gulick of the Institute of 
Public Administration; Robert Black 
of the White Motor Co.; Marion H. 
Hedges, labor adviser to Economic 
Cooperation 
Administration; 
and 
James G. Patton, of the National 
Farmers' Union. 


They tackled the detours from the 
farmers' viewpoint. They thought 
him a key figure in our ecoromy, 
and here's why: 


The farmer can't shut down his 
acres when prices drop so quickly as 
the factory owner shuts down his 
machines. 
The farmer's costs go 
on, but the prices he gets drop. The 
very fact that he turns out his 
normal amount of food further ag 
gravates dropping prices in times of 
depression. 


The NPA meeting dug up figures 
that between 1930 and 1940 farm 
production shifted from a low of 90 
per cent of the 1935-'39 average to 
a high of 106 per cent, a difference 
of only 16 points. But in the same 
years steel jumped from a low of 
32 per cent for the same base period 
to a high of 147 per cent, a differ- 
ence of 115 points. 
This, they 
thought, showed that the steel mjui- 
ufacturer is in a much better position 
to shrink his production msts when 
his profits are shrinking. 


The NPA meeting was interested 
in what nappens to farm incorrte in 
depressions, because when farmers 
lose buying power many more than 
the farmers suffer. City folks sud- 
denly lose part of a tremendous 
home market—the 20,000,000 or so 
people who live on incomes made 
from the soil. 


So the talk exploded into a much 
bigger field than just farm income, 
into the search for a method to keep 
all incomes high, all people in en- 


ough money to eat for good health 
The conferees worked out a many- 
sided program to achieve this ob- 
jective. They felt: 


1. City folks should be paid well 
enough to buy the food they need. 
Wages of the lowest-paid city work- 
ers should get special attention. 
The social security system ought to 
be broadened. Trade unions should 
be strong and should work toward 
general national economic health. 


2. Farmers should be paid prices 
well enough balanced against city 
prices to permit them to keep on1 
buying what they need. 


3. We should buy enough abroad 
as a nation to permit foreigners to 
keep on buying what they need here 
—this particularly interests farmers 
who raise wheat, cotton and tobacco. 


4. Should another depression come 
along, the government should pay 
for school lunch programs and food 
stamp plans so that the people who 
might have to go hungry could keep 
on buying from the farmers who 
might otherwise be unable to sell 
their food. 


5. Government help to farmers 
should be given in such a way that 
they keep on improving their land 
so that Americans will eat well not 
only this decade but in the decades 
to come. 


6. The NPA-ers pointed out that 


American farmers will certainly 
lose some of their foreign markets as 
the war-wrecked countries begin to 
produce more normal crops. These 
American farmers should be given 
some sort of government cushion, 
the NPA conference felt, to help 
them either shift to other crops 
which they can sell or to move to 
city jobs. In any case, the worry 
was less for the troubles of the in- 
dividual farmer than it was for the 
effect he might have on prices if he 
kept on raising food no one would 
buy.' 


7. The conferees emphasized that 
all government help should be man- 
aged in such a way as to discourage 
farmers from continued production 
of surplus crops. 


8. Someway, the conferees said, 
both farmers and food processors 
must be helped to adopt the mass- 
production thinking of the big man- 
ufacturers—the drive to cut prices 
on each unit in order to sell more 
of them. 


9. They thought some cut in the 
cost of food could be achieved 
through a study of the way in which 
food is distributed.

Yet New York racing men will 
be surprised if they see a lot of 
either Coaltown or Citation, save in 
weight-for-age events, where the 
poundage is arbitrarily set by the 
horse's age. 


Plain Ben Jones just plain doesn't 
like the way Racing Secretary John 
B. Campbell of the New York tracks 
insists on bringing handicap horses 
together, you see, and the great 
trainer no longer has to shop for 
light weight on his horses. 


All Jones has to do is take them to 
Chicago, which he has been doing to 
such an extent that Arlington Park 
is now known in the trade as Calu- 
met Park, because the Jones boys- 
Ben and Jimmy—write their own 
ticket and take out annually some- 
thing like $200,000 in purses. 


A new rule at Washington and Ar- 
lington Parks prohibits the new 
handicapper, Frank E. Kilroe, from 
assigning more than 130 pounds or 
less than 110 to a horse. 


That makes a joke put of handi- 
caps, especially when there are 
standouts like Coaltown and Cita- 
tion. 


It further gives Owen Wright and 
the Jones boys the right to be 
handed all the more 
important 
stakes, a privilege they have accept- 
ed as their own since the devil's red 
of the baking powder fortune first 
came into prominence. 


There is not enough spread be- 
tween 110 and 130 pounds," says 
Jack Campbell, the only handicap- 


per in addition to Gil Haus of Del- 
aware Park who distributes weight 
the way he sees fit. "If 130 pounds is 
the limit, then there should be no 
minimum.

The record of the extraordinary 
Armed is a striking example of what 
Wright and the Jones boys have 
gotten away with. From the fall of 
1945 through '47, Armed won 26 
races, and carried fnore than 130 
pounds only four times, ana on those 
occasions 132 at three-quarters and 
a mile. 


Rival trainers threatened to strike 
when Armed got in the Gulfstream 
Handicap with 129 pounds, Mar. 22, 
1947. 


During this phenomenal stretch 
Armed went to the post an odds-in 
favorite no fewer than 30 times 
twice each at l-to-5 and 1-to-f. 


When a horse goes to the post at 
a short price in a handicap, it is 
the fault of the racing secretary 
because he is in position to bring 
him back to the field with weight. 
Weight Slows Horse Down

where"" the poorest horse theoretic- 
ally has an even chance with the 
finest 


The handicapper who divulges the 
weight he is to assign a horse of the 
most affluent stable before it is 


published is far off base. 


Tliat permits the owner or trainer 
to withdraw a horse which has been 
nominated without "having a high 
weisht tag attached to his steed.

Scotch Are 
More Healthy 


London —(JP)— T h e Scotsman's 
healthies than he ever was before 
according to the annual health re- 
port. of the department of health for 
Scotland. 
What's more, fewer o: 
his brothers and sisters and "wee 
bairns" (infants) are dying than 
ever before recorded in the history 
of Scotland. 


Annual figures 
for« last 
year 
showed the general death rate to be 
only 11.8 per thousand—a sharp de- 
cline over previous years. 
Records 
were broken in the lowness of th; 
infant mortality rate, only 44.7 per 
thousand last year as compared 
with 55.8 the year beiore. 


For the past five years, according 
to the report, the average infant 
mortality rate was only 59 per thous- 
and. Up to 1943, it had never fallen 
below 68.5 and before 1938, never 
below 76.8. 


But the Scotsman's not crowing, 
because these rates still are "sub- 
stantially" higher than 
those of 
New Zealand, Sweden, the United 
States, Holland. Australia and Eng- 
land 
and Wales. 
Furthermore, 
deaths from respiratory tuberculosis 
arid the number of new cases of the 
disease show sharp increases ever 
previous years. 
Main reason for 
this, the report said, was that hun- 
dreds of available hospital beds for 
tubercular patients could 
ncc be 
illed for lack of trained medical and 
nursing staffs. At the end of the 
year 6.900 hospital beds in Scot- 
land were empty for this season. 


Major League Pitchers Have 
Caught Up With The Hitters

New York — "The pitchers are 
starting to curve 'em, mom, so I'll 
be home this week-end." This used 
to be the favorite line for rookies 
when they failed to make the grade 
in spring training. 


But today the rookie hitter can 
hold his head up. Even the veter- 
ans are having trouble. The pitch 
ers have caught up with the hitters 
in both leagues. 


A look at the record books shows 
as much. In 1938 the American 
League had 3 players hitting above 
.300. 
Last season the league had 
only 16 batters in the select class. 
In 1947 the circuit had an even 
dozen with reputable averages. 


In 1939 the National League boast- 
ed 20 players with lifetime averages 
of .300 or better. 
This year there 
are only seven lifetime .300 hitters 
active in the senior circuit. 
After 
Stan Musial's .348 and John Mize's 
.324 they are in order Tommy Hol- 
mes, Enos Slaughter, Dixie Walker, 
Pete Reiser and Harry Walker. 


Also in '39 the league had 18 hit- 
ters .300 or better. Last season the 
National League had only 10 such 
hitters, 
including 
rookies 
Richie 
Ashburn with .333 and Alvin Dark 
with .322. 
.300 Hitter Is Big Stuff 


Ten years ago a .333 average was 
the guide rule on a good hitter. To- 
day if a man hits .300 he's a big 
stick man in the majors. 


In 1938 when the Yankees had the 
top pitching staff in the American 
League, Lefty Grove of the Boston 
Red Sox had the best earned run 
average in the league. It was 3.07 
per game. Red Ruffing and Lefty 
Gomez of the Yanks followed with 
3.32 and 3.35, respectively. 


Last season, ten years later, a 
rooke, Gene Bearden of Cleveland, 
topped the league's hurlers with a 
2.43 mark. 
His teammate, Bob 
Lemon, was next with 2.82 and De- 
troit's southpaw ace, Hal Newhous- 
er, had 3.01. 
Even ancient Satchel 
Paige in 73 innings had an ERA of 
2.47, topping those who pitched less 
than ten complete games. 


True, the averages of 10 years ago 
cover only one season. But a quick 
check of the year-by-year tables 
shows that the pitchers are making 


it tougher and tougher for the hit- 
ters. 
Made Rule Changes 


Maybe 
these 
averages 
over a 
period of time had something to do 
with the recent Sarasota, Fla., meet- 
ing of the big league bosses. The 
baseball moguls made a few rule 
changes, changes that promise to 
make pitchers bear down and toe 
the mark—or in this case, the rub- 
ber. 


From now on if the pitcher is on 
the rubber with a runner on base 
and he drops the ball accidentally, 
a balk will be called. 


And if the hurler stands immedi- 
ately behind the rubber without the 
ball, and by his handling of the re- 
sin bag gives the runner or the bat- 
ter the impression that he is getting 
ready to pitch, he will be guilty of 
a balk. 


It all boils down to stricter pitch- 
ing rules. All they would have to 
do now to give the hitters some 
more help would be to pull the 
fences in 20 feet as the Chicago 
White Sox are doing with Comists: 
Park.

Every wagon train had its Indian 
scare. 
The Mcrgar. county outfit 
had theirs on Sunday, June 11. 
Mr. Rees wrote: 
"Sunday, June 11—Cloudy in the 
morning. All hands late geting up. 
Got breakfast. 
Picketed out ths 
mules. Some of the boys went fish- 
ing and some shaveing and some 
writing and some washing up their 
clothes, etc. All in high life. 


"About 10 o'clock a party of In- 
dians was discovered cn the op- 
posite side of the river at a dis- 
tance of 2h or 3 miles. Word was 
given to bring up mules and pre- 
pare for Battle. 
My mules was 
about I mile off. I ran to them not 
noing where the rest of my men 
was. Got two of them and started 
for the waggons. I maid them fast 
to the wheels, looked around and 
two of my comrades had ran down 
and got the others, but finding the 
mules could not possibly, travel fast, 
enough they turned them loose and 
came in without them.

"By this time the officers was 
trying to form the men in line and 
occasionally one would get his gun 
shot off and reloaded again. I for 
my part had to burst two caps and 
then pick in powder before I could 
get mine to fire. I got mine re- 
loaded, buckled on by big clever or 
large knife and started. 
Loaded 
my pistol as I went. 
A line was 
formed on the bank of the river by 
the time the Indians had arrived on 
the opposite. 


"Our gallant Major very promptly 
led us onto the Bank and order no 
gun to be fired until within 50 yards. 
By this time 7 of them started across 
with a flag. They came across with 
Letters of Recomendation from Mr. 
FitzPatrick, the Indian agent, so 
the Fun was all spoilt. 


"They were permitted to come 
over and trade with our men. We 
found them to be the Kiowas Tribe. 
They knocked around our encamp- 
ment for some two or three hours. 
Their chief then started them off 
before him up the River. He then 
followed them. The evening passed 
off in talking about what was done 
and said, who was scared, etc." 


It appears that everybody was 
frightened. 
When a mule can't 
keep up with a man, somebody is 
scared "and it isn't the mule.

Washington—(IP)—There may be 
some neodymium In your future— 
or even some didymium or lanthan- 
um. 


These are three of a group of 14 
metals—called "rare earths"—which I 
occur in nature in association with!

bright commercial future "as alloy 
metals in the manufacture of high- 
temperature structural materials and 
other specialized products."

But the scientists hope that other 
metals in the rare earth series may 
find practical use as 30011 as suffi- 
cient quantities are produced. So 
keep your eye on praeseodymium, 
samarium, 
gadolinium, 
ytterbium 
and yttrium.
